The Waterworks Appropriations. 


The communication of “Citizen” in 
our last week's issue, made allusion: to ~ 
the fallacy of appropriating money for 
the payment of what the town already 
owned,in connection with thewaterworks 
appropriation. As there was considera- 
ble to be said on both sides, we have. in- 
vestigated the reasons for the recommen- 
dations of the selectmen and water com- 
missioners with the following result. 

Supt. Smith of the waterworks states 
that the estimated income of the water- 
worke!department for the coming year is 
$5100, that last year it'was $8106, The 
Water Commissioners ask for $4000, : for 
maintenance as by law they are obliged 
to turn their own income into the town 
treasury, By these figures it will be seen 
that although the $4000 may appear in 
‘the list of appropriations the town in- 
‘come is increased by the water receipts 
by over $1000 in excess of the town ex- 
penditure, and the tax-rate is lessened by 
the $1000 profit of the waterworks rather 
than increased by a $4000‘appropriation. 
The prevalent impression that the water 
commissioners are independent of 
regular town government is in part an 
erroneous one, for in the running expen- 
ses of their works, all orders are dra 
on the Seestmen the same an all other

Stability is what is wanted. The protec- 
tion of labor is making this country the 
grandest in the world, 

Mr. Frank Gulliver spoke next, and 
among other things referred to the large~ 
ness of the question. We were to con- 
sider, he said, not only the ‘price of arti- 
cleS raised, but the price paid for those 
necessary to support the family. The 
advantages of free wool and free coal were 
spoken of. The people don’t want 
changes, they want stability. The far- 
meéfs (thrive when the people generally 
thrive..He read-the-—prices-of labor and 
fare of the laborers in Bavaria, showing 


“their very poor condition.

constantly suggested and tested the 
“world over, in quest cf one that~ will 
combine all that is fayorable both to 
health and wealih, please give a little 
attention to the unsavory subject of 
some ancient and present methods now 
in vogue. In commuuities where a 
water supply was generous, there is 
some slight evidence of the, use of our 
modern, closed séwage pipe. :-It.is told 
that engineers have discovered the re- 
mains of such a system in Jerusalem, 
dating from Solomon; but Rev. Selah 
Merrill says he cannot credit such re- 
port, and whatever the Romans may 


have attempted towards cleansing the | 


ancient city, under Turkish rule to-day, 
the condition of the narrow streets is 
simply abominable. The careful pro- 
vision, in the Divine Ordinances, for 
the cleanliness of the camp of the wan- 
dering Hebrew nation, who in addition 
to the ordinary daily ‘‘detritus’’? added 


‘the offal of sacrifices which was all 


taken outside and burned, shows that 
nothing that serves man seems too 
small’to bé overlooked by Infinite Wis- 
dom; and while the abundant excreta 
of ‘‘clean’’ beasts, especially the rumi- 
nants chosen for our food, seems to be 
harmless and valuable for manure, and 
often for fuel, and even for beaten 
floors of huts, on the other hand, the 
fastidious ways of our domestic ‘‘car- 
nivora,’’the apology for caretaking that 
remains with our “‘unclean”’ Scripture- 
cursed, easy-going dog servitor point to 
some instinct implanted in flesh eating 
‘animals, perhaps, to cover from the air 
and heat that which might breed 
mischief. 

The demand for fertilizers to renew 
the exhausted soil in’ thickly settled 
sections has brought about practices 
‘that are simply criminal in the light 
that modern science has thrown on the 
danger of disease germs in closet soil 
put to such a use when not progorly 
rotted. In China, for thousands of 
years, what is called the pail system 
has prevailed, and men go about with 
yoke and pail from house to house in 
the cities, to keep up the supply for 
the market gardens ef the surrounding 
country. When they have an epidemic 
in China it is on the wholesale plan, 
and the reason that itjis not: a perma- 
nent institution is suggeeted by Juliet 
Corson in her able articles gow rune 
ning in Harper’s Bazar when che re- 
marks upon the exclusive beverage of 
the Chinaman, tea drawn in boiled 
water. ‘‘A cup of cold water’ is some- 
thing New Englanders do not know 
how to value yet. 

The vault system prevailing until 
lately in this country and still over 
Europe is more objectionable than the 
Chmese method.—_It-receives-the—ordi- 
nary amount from the closet, added to

and the nillk unboiled, fer city babies, 
into the human canal where it at last 
finds suitable conditions for deyélop- 
ment. Human fungi or parasites, these 


things that lie in wait for us, whatever | 


they be—who will risk a further defi- 
ance of the laws\of God and. man or 
encourage others to do this for gain? 

The earth or ash closet which is used 
in a few private houses and alsoin 
some public offices 1s one ef the- best 
arrangements, if overlooked by a dainty 
woman who neglects nothing in her 
well- ~kept house; but it does not always 
prove a fremendous success when left 
to the care of a hard-worked boy jani- 
tor. A box with'a chaifattached into 
which fresh «arth was thrown each day 
and the whole weekly drawn by horse 
or spare ‘‘tramp” power to a dump ina 
far away ‘corner, to lie and rot with 
tle scrapings of the hen yard for a suit- 
able season, -was-one- ofthe ideas of-a 
former resident.

A great cesspool built in the court or 
cellar of each house and cemented, but 


na&impervious, is emptied two or three 
times a year into carts through hose. 


The water closets of:the houses con- 
nect with smaller tanks in the base- 
ment and are periodically. removed. 
Typhoid fever is indigenous and ever 
present in Paris. A system known as 
Liernur’s is now being adopted after 
the Chinese idea, for closet sewage. 
As it is impossible'to separate the fer- 
tilizing material from the water carry- 
ing it, this system excludes all water 
that is not a necessary part of the mass 
and forces it through tubes by pneu- 
matic pressure, into a sectional reser- 
voir in some out of the way quarter, 
and from thence by pnepmatic press- 
ure again it is forced into wagons 
which convey in to a station for barrel- 
ling for the country market; the bar- 
rels, fastened to plows, discharge into 
the furrows without waste. 

With either pail, tank, dry vault, or 
earth closet system of delivery, crema- 
tion can be applied that will destroy 
disease germs without injury to the 
fertilizing qualities, and is now -heing 
used to evaporate this kind of fertiliz- 
ers down to a dry, portable powder. 
Ashes, table garbage, dry bulky refuse 
as paper, old boots, etc., are also col- 
lected with this system of delivery, 
which 1s used in Glasgow, of which 
city I shall- find more to say later. 
From the ashes, sufficient coal is ob- 
tained to carry on the drying which is 
done in a revolving cylinder. In Glas- 
gow, however, the fine ashes after 
sifting are mixed with the pail con- 
tents in large tanks, and only the garb- 
age and bulky stuff is cremated. Fer- 
tilizers largely mixed with ash are said 
to be of benefit to the heavy Scotch 
soil. The cremation of the fertilizer 
would insure the destruction of the dis- 
ease germs. This method of separate 
delivery und cremation for so called 
nighs soil seems the most safe and 
profitable short of absolute destruction, 
as far as I have studied up the matter, 
but 1t is more> trouble to the house- 
holder who finds the water closet, like 
the kitchen sink a convenience and 
time-saver, and a means of running off 
the whole thing on to his neighbor’s 
land or anywhere to get it away from 
his own premises at least cost and trou- 
ble. But then, you often have a freeze- 
up in the winter and a big plumber’s 
bill, maybe a succession of plumbers, 
in all stages of evolution; and in Ando- 
ver until thé Nashua, Lawrence, and 
Haverhill grand sewer scheme of pip- 
ing down the bank of the Merrimac 
and ‘‘hitehing on’’ every town that will 
join in, comes into operation with some 
hitherto unknown danger of ditch and 
tide, you will have. to-depend—on—the 
annual emptying of the local cesspool.

Ascent of Pikdy Peak. 


The following article is from the Nor- 
wood High School Echo. written by W. 
G. Goldsmith of this town, and prin- 
cipal of that school: 

My companions on the journey to the 
summit of Pike’s Peak were a coura- 
geous young lady, whom I will, call B., 
and a somewhat adventurous boy whom 
I will call C. “According to the meas- 
urements of the U. 8. Geological. ‘Sur- 
vey, Pike’s Peak rises 14,147 feet above 
the level of the sea, and Colorado 
Springs is. situated at an elevation of 
6,023 feet. 

Early on the morning of July 30, 
1884, we left-Colorado- Springs. The 
air was cool and exhilarating,‘and we 
walked rapidly for several miles. We 
carried our provisions for the journey 
in knapsacks, Just before ascending a 
slopé in order to cross a mesa, we 
passed for nearly half a mile through a 
large prairie-dog village. - This village 
occupied a nearly level area containing

perhaps.a hundred acres, and presented

“a small, rodent 

resembling the marmot. of 
Andover, but smaller; it has‘a “‘bark”’ 
like that of the gray squirrel. The 
prairie dog is easily domesticated; 
there are colonies ef these. animals: in 
the zedlogical gardens of Philadelphia 
and in Central Park in New York City. 
In the same prairie-dog village often 
live also the “‘jack-rabbit,”’ the prairie- 
owl, the rattlesnake, and the horned 
frog. During our entire journey we 


‘saw no large game, although on the 


route which we traversed, the Rocky 
Mountain lion, a formidable species of 
panther, the cinnamon bear, the elk, 
the mountain-sheep and the wild-cat 
are occasionally seen, 

When we reached the mesa, an ele- 
vated tableland, we had an extended 
view of the ‘‘Garden of the Gods” and 
its neighborhood, where one of the 
grand coavulsions of the eéarth took 
place. I had often studied this admir- 
able landscape, which reveals some of 


Nature’s secrets kept buried for thou- 


sands of years. The sedimentary rocks 
here “stand almost vertical; the Pots- 
dam sandstone is the lowest; on this 
rests cOmfortably a series of the Car- 
boniferous| Age; this series is succeeded 
by the so-called ‘“‘Red-Beds’’ of the 
Triassic Age; the Red-Beds are often 
eroded into fantastic and picturesque 
forms, as is seen in the Garden of the 
Gods; the Jurassic lies above the Red- 
Beds; next are found various mem- 
bérs of the Cretaceous series. Most of 
these rock formations can be exemined 
between Colorado Springs and Mani- 
tou. 

We entered Bear Creek Canon and 
followed :the old government, trail to 
Pike’s Peak for a greater part of the 
day. I had often visited the canon 
during the early summer, and~had_ be- 
come familiar with its flora. Here we 
loitered a little to gather raspberries 
and flowers. The bearberry, which is 


common in Massachusetts, is seen on. 


some of the slopes of the caion. The 
bearberry is called Kinmikinnick by the 
Indians. This plant covers with verd- 
ure the grave of “Helen Hunt,” in 
Cheyenne Cajion. The bright red flow- 


vers of the tall Pentstemon, whicn is so 


often seen in cultivation, adorned a 
sunny slope of the cafion. Farlier in 
the season the Mariposa Lily grew in 
profusion on the same spot; the flower 
of this lily is of a,light. lilac color and 
would be quite ornamental-in. a flower 
garden. The Solanum rostratum, with 
its yellow flowers, which grows here 
and on the plains of the West, is occa- 
sionally found in Massachusetts as a 
weed iu cultivated grounds; it has be- 
come notorious as the plant.on which 
the Colorado Beetle fed before it found 
the potato plant. 

It_would please me to mention seme. 
of the trees which grow in this cafion; 
I will content myself with mentioning 
only one, thé Douglas Spruce, Tfound, 
in a lateral gorge, trees of this species 
nearly one hundred and fifty feet in 
height. It is said that in Oregon this 
tree attains the height of three hun- 
dred feet and measures fifteen feet in 
diameter. This handsome tree with 
yew-like foliage is sometimes planted 
for ornament in New England. 


We came: to a deserted log cabin 
which was formerly the toll-house. 
Here we met a large party on an excur- 
sion for raspberries; this party had 
spent the night in the cabin. Soon 
after, we passed the gate of Jones’ 
Park ‘and Jones’ cabin. We found 
Jones’ Park to be a beautiful place 
T was de- 
lighted to. find here three charming 
plants which grow in Massachusetts: 
the Twin flower, the one flowered 
Pyrola, and the round-leaved Pyrola. 
The park contains several hundred 
acres and is surrounded by lofty moun- 
tains. Mt,-Garfield rises on one side, 
and from one” part, of the park Pike’s 
Peak is visible. Mr. Jones made many 
improvoments.in the park, but he had 
died a few years before and everything 
was dilapidated. It is said that poor 
Mr. Jones was an Englishman who had 
been ‘‘crossed in love,’’? and that he 
sought this solitude. 


About a mile beyond the cabin we 
found an abundance of wild straw- 
berries... Dark clouds now obscured 
the sky, and the sound of thunder 
‘grew louder and louder.’ As we 
eee on, we saw, hear the trail, a 
cabin /iny: ‘which we took refuge. Tbe 
cabin. evidently had been recently oc- 
cupied. It contained furniture and 
other articles. There were two good 
axes which we used to prepare fuel. 
We kindled a fire in the fireplace, and 
B. made some excellent coffee. We 
spread our food upon a table, and while 
the-thunder-storm raged~- without we 
enjoyed our dinner in the cabin. When 
the rain ceased we continued our jour- 
ney. The Bear Creek Divide, 10,000 
feet above sea-level, was crossed. 
Here three horsemen were met: des- 
scending to Colorado Springs. Am hour 
later, we left the old govérnment trail 
and took the trail to the Seven Lakés. 


though we made slow progress. 


Lake Moraine appeared below us on 
the right, and continued in view until 
we crossed The Seven Lakes Divide, 
11,100 feet eth va of oe ee The 


descent to tht Hotel was 
now commeneé * ina short time 
the first of the § ven co came into 


view. We passed a wood-choppers’ 
camp and arrived at the hotel about 6 
o’clock P, M. } 

There were severafguests at the ho- 
tel, and near it many tents were 
pitched, reminding us of the encamp- 
ment of an army. -Among the guests 
at the hotel were four gentlemen who 
had ridden on horseback that day from 
Colorado Springs. They had.come by 
the Cheyenne toll-road. It is about 23 
miles from Colorado Springs to The 
Seven Lakes by the toll-road, and about 
18 miles by the route which we took. 
The hotel is situated in a beautiful 
park at an elevation of more than 10,- 
000 feet. There is hardly another hotel 
in the world at such an elevation. The 
hotel and lakes are said to occupy the 
crater of an extinct volcano. Lofty 
mountains rise on every side, among 
them King’s Cone, which is more than 
13,000 feet high. Beaver Creek is the 
outlet of The Seven Lakes; I had 
crossed Beaver Creek a few days before 
near Cofion City. 

Shortly after 7 o'clock — the next 
morning we left the hotel, B. and I on 
foot, and C. mounted upon a frolic;. 
some but easily managed mule, We. 
soon lost the trail, and C. cantered 
back to the hotel to inquire about the 
way. Ina few minutes the four gen- 
tlemen, whom I have already’ men- 
tioned, rode up on horseback, and C. 
in company with them. They directed 
us to the right trail and galloped away. 
C. wished to join them and I gave him 
permission, but requested him to wait 
for us at the timber-hne. B. and 1 
toiled up the steep ascent on foot. We 
were told that 1 was six miles from 
the hotel to the summit, but it seemed 
to be the longest six miles that we 
ever walked, and the trail led ‘up hill 
all the way to the veryend.’”? When 
B. and I reached the timber-line, C. 
was awaiting us. In a few minutes we 
came to the Manitou trail, and ©. again 
left us! We watched his progress for 
some time, and finally saw him disap- 
pear from sight high up on the moun- 
tain side. We did not-see him again 
until-we reached the summit. @ 

The prospect around us changed at 
the timber-line. Up to that point the 
trail had followed mountain gorges, 
among dead jtrees, the trunks either 
standing or fallen; for extensive fires 
have destroyed most of the forests. 
The Ute Indians, years ago, purposely 
set forest-fires and caused great de- 
struction. Above the timber-line the 
sides of the mountain are, for the most 
part, covered with huge stones, but 
between the stones grow the most 
beautiful Alpine flowers, many of them 
having an exquisite fragrance. 


It now became évident that B, was 
hardly equal to the task of reaching 
the summit; she,-however, held out 
with the tenacity of a bull ‘dog, al- | 
The 
wind blew fiercély and it was intensely 
cold. When we were near the summit, 
B, sat down and absolutely refused to 
ascend a step further, She was com- 
pletely exhausted. She had intended 
to conquer Pike’s Peak, but Pike’s 
Peak had conquered her. She said 
that, when she had rested for a time, 
she would commence the descent, and 
she urged me to go on-to the summit. 
I was a little in advance of her, and on 
looking up I-caught-a glimpse of the 
Signal Station on the summit close at 
hand. The four horsemen now passed 
us on their way down, and one of them 
said to us ‘Well done!’ When B. 
learned that the summit was near, she 
attempted to go on, but staggered and 
again sat down, I went.to her assist- 
ance, and we reached the summit at 1 
Pa 

‘A party of about twenty gentlemen 
and ladies had, passed: us on horseback 
during our ascent; this party we found 
in the Signal Station. Several of the 
ladies were made quite sick by the 


‘| ascent; they were stretched upon blan- 
‘kets on the floor. 


The sickness caused 
by the ascent ig said to be similar to 
sea-sickness. 

B. soon rallied, and the signal officer 
furnished us with a room and three 
cups of coffee, for which we paid him a 
full equivalent. We arranged our pro- 
Visions on a table and refreshed our- 
selves. “After dinner we wandered 
about on the summit for several hours 
enjoying the wonderful panomara pre- 
sented on ¢very side.*.The sky was 
without a cloud. Colorado Springs was 
spread out like a map before” us; we 
could recognize the streets and the 
larger buildings. We.saw Colorado 
City, Manitou, and the Garden of the 
Gods; ' The plains stretched away to 
the eastern horizon, and appeared like 
a great ocean. To the South the 
snowy, serrated Sangre de Cristo range 
and the Spanish Peaks were. visible. 
To the West we saw Manitou Park, 
-where I had ‘*camped out’’ a few weeks 
before. To the North was. the Divide 
which separates the waters of the 
Platte and Arkansas rivers. We looked 


down into the Abyss on the West side 
of the summit; the Abyss is a vertical 


precipice of nearly two thousand feet; 
over this precipice we threw stones. 
We down into the Crater on the 
Northeast side. We went to the grave 
of little Erin O’Keef, who is said to 
have been killed by mouptain rats, aid 
we read upon her Sombdlone: 
“Fair hia, wi 
" Shall — a th one at ~~

Erected by :

In memory of their infant daughter who was 
destroyed by mountain rats at the U, 5. 
Signal Station on the summit of 
Pike's Peak May 25, A. D. 1876.” 


We were unable to understand the 
meaning of ‘‘speric strain.’’ 

The mountain rats, referred to.above, 
are the Bushy-tailed Wood rats. I saw 
one on the summit, I also saw near the 
summit several Rocky Mountain Mar- 
mots; these marmots are similar‘to the 
marmots found ,in Andover, but larger; 
at one time the naturalist Audubon

Mountain marmot to be of the same 
species. . The charming Alpine- plants 
found on the Peak no doubt ‘waste 
their fragrance,” they however furnish 
food for the rodent animals just men- 
tioned. There wére large snow-banks 
hear the summit. During our ascent, 
we passed a snow-bank more than ten 
feet deep; the snow had been removed 
from the ‘trail.- The night before we 
left Colorado Springs, it snowed upon 
the Peak and in the morning we saw 
the summit covered with a white man- 
tle, but the sun caused it to disappear. 

At first we proposed to spend. the 
night on the summit, and we obtained 
permission from Sergt. Ramsey, the 
officer in charge, to sleep in the Signal 
Station; we afterwards decided to des- 
cend by the Manitou trail. We’ left 
the summit late in the afternoon, B. 
astride of C.’s mule, and C. mounted 
ona burro obtained from a gentleman 
who had come with a party to the sum- 
mit. We presented quite a picturesque 
appearance as we commenced the des- 
cent, B. in advance reminding me of 
an ancient knight-errant, C. following 


‘on his burro, and I bringing up the 


rear on foot. 

If I had not already exceeded’ my 
limits, I would give some account of 
the Alpine flowers which I gathered, 
and compare the view from the summit 
of Pike’s Peak with the view froma 
summit among the Alps. Our descent 
was full of incidents, and much might 
be written about the sights which we 
saw. I will simply add that the scen- 
ery in Englemann’s. Cafion is grand 
beyond description, and viewing it, as 
we did, by moonlight, the scene ap- 
peared like one of enchantment. We 
arrived at Manitou about 10 P.M. 1 im- 
mediately procured ,conveyance, and 
we were driven rapidly to Colorado 
Springs.

The new’s columns of sisday's issue 
are full of facts.and figures relating to 
town affairs. The tables on this page 
are sure to be most interesting to every 
Andover taxpayer and should have 
careful attention, A superficial glance 
will reveal only increased expense and 
apparent extravagance in many cases, 
and the careless reader will see only 
that side of town matters. But there 
is a better view than this to be found 
in these tables: The tax tate in 1881 
was the result of a long abstinence

in all town matters. The spirit of the 
times would stand this but a short time 
longer, and in 1884 and 1885 progress 
and improvement struck the tax-pay- 
ers’ pockets, and since that day have 
continued to call for money. This call 
raised the tax rate the next few years 
to an average of less than. $10 which 
‘was a rate that was very acceptable to 
most taxpayers. But in 1889 came 
a further jump, and in 1890 another 
and at once the cry goes up of extrava- 
gance and waste, in part: true, but in 
reality having but little to do with’ the 
increase in taxes. The real cause of

By the following table will be seen the total tax levy and income which will be 
found to vary but very little from the total appropriations called for in the preceding 
table. In 1881, 1882‘and 1883, there will be seen the greatest difference, but it is ex- 
plained by the large balance in the Town Treasury of about $12000 in 1881, which 
was entirely exhausted in these three years. Another discrepancy in 1886, is ex- 
plained by the raising of $10,000 for Waterworks, which was not expended. The 
amount raised by taxation includes the bank tax and the town income includes the 
corporation tax.

Such are the figures that talk so strougly to one another as they wét in close com- 

panionship. Steadily each succeeding year the expenses have increased, but is this 

more than may be said of‘all expenses? The taxes were too low in 1881, and too high 
in 1890, but the average of $9.75 per $1000 isa most gratifying figure for the decade 
just closed. It is an average lower than is likely to be touched in the next decade, 
but the natural ‘increase in Andover’ s wealth is sure to make the tigures but little 

more, even though the outlook for the first year seems to be about $15 or $16. A 

carefyl study of the foregoing figures will convince one of the following facts: 

Andover is bigger than it was ten years ago, has more needs, and is yastly more 
progressive. & 

While there may be many marks of extravagance and waste in this growth and 
progression, there are also many things to be pleased with and to enjoy.: Very few 
regret the waterworks that are now in, or the increasing calls for schools each suc- 
ceeding year, and many very valuable improvements will be noted in the list of 
special appropriations. 

But the wisest management is called for in the sondact of the-regular depart- 
nients. If there must be retrenchrfiéit; it should come in some of these. Any special 
appropriations are sure to mark public improvement, but there is danger in the evi- 
dent tendency to have each regular department cost a little more each year.

Mr. Editor; We wish toadd our inal 
endorsement to the timely remarks of 
Citizen” in your last paper | concerning’ 
our town affairs. But then the tho 
occurred, is,it not a little too late to talk 
about locking the stable door after the: 
horse: is stolen? The mischief of our ~ 
foolhardy recklessness. and extravagance 
has already been done, and it is poor 
consolation to taxpayers to moralize just 
now about retrenchment and economy. 
That should have been thought of more 
seriously some time ago. The truth is, 
as a town we have in the matter of ex. 
penditures within the last few y years, . 
been running things ina perfectly blind 
and.heedless manner, regardless of the 
real necessities and wants of the town 
and heedless of a coming payday, Like 
some young spendthrift with little capi- 
tal, who tries to imitate the habits of the 
more wealthy and fashionable, we have 
as a town been trying of late to ape the 
ways and customs of large, compact, and 
wealthy cities. Fine equipments and 
luxurious a appendages to one’s estate may 
be desirable to gratify’ pride, taste, or 
comfort, but if they encumber the owner 
with.a remorseless and harassing debt, 
he will show his good sense by denying 
himself, and breathing’ the free air of 
financial and honest liberty. 

What adds to the vexation of the pres: 
ent financial situation of our town af- 
fairs, “is that it has not been brought 
about,'we fear, by the substantial tax- 
payers of the town, but rather by a cer- 
tain class who have few or no taxes to 
pay, yet who have their axes to grind, 
provided others will turn the grindstone. 
The law, of course, gives to every citizen 
a right to vote on all questions that come 
up in a town meeting. But it has always 
seemed to me that those who do not pay 
asingle copper towards the town’s ap- 
propriations in the course of the year, 
yet who enjoy all their benefits, should 
not be so eager as they sometimes are of 


| disbursing other people’s money, A little 


more hesitation and modesty in regard 
to these matters, on the part of this 
class, we are convinced would in the 
long run subservé the best interests of 
the town. - 

Old and wise heads have been prophe- 
sying precisely the situation in which 
the, town now finds itself, but they have 
been laughed at as Nebanleoes,* and their 
advice spurned as a set of ‘‘old fogies.” 
It is now their turn to laugh or rather to 
cry with the rest, Here we are with high 
valuation and with high taxes—higher 
than are to be found in the largest cities 
of our state. The natural tendency of 
this condition of things is to discourage 
immigration to our town of aclass who 
have property to bring with them and 
to check industrial enterprises gene 
rally. ‘The introduction. of : electric cars 


may mitigate to some extent these evils. 
‘| But from present. appearances) we must 


carry along & burdensome ‘and grinding 
debt for many years as the result of our 
extravagant folly, Neither waterworks, 
electric lights, nor palatial ‘schoolhouses 
will pay our debts. 

What is now to be done? Manifestly 
the most rigid economy in every depart- 
ment of the town’s: affairs; no needless 
expenses; all leaks stopped; the abolition 
of all unnecessary offices; and the choice 
of such town. officers from~selectmen to 
‘constable, who-will have -an-eye tore 
trenchment and prudent management in 
their respective lines of action. We hope 
that every taxpayer will be present at 
our coming town meeting, and be pre- 
pared to put no other officers in places: 
of trust and responsibility, than those 
who are ready to carry out such a pro- 
gramme in every detail,—and come also 
determined to vote down all appropria- 
tions and devices that are not absolutely 
necessary to carry on the business of the 
town. With sucha purpose and deter- 
mination we may, at least, prevent, things 
growing worse, even if we cannot re- 
treive the past imprudent mistakes.

Terms of Grant foi'the Ntrect Ratiway. 


The Selectmen haye dtawn up the fol- 


lowing terms and conditions to govern, 


the introduction and operation of a street 
railway, on the petition of the Merrimack 
Valley Street Railway Company: 


Whereas on the first. day of Octobe; 
1890, this board granted the petition -o 
the Merrimack Valley Horse Rrailroad 
Company for a location for railway 
tracks in the streets of said town, but 
subject to terms and conditions there- 
after to be determined and fixed by the 
board of Selectmen: 

Now, therefore, it is ordered that the 
tracks of said company may be located in 
Main Street beginning at any convenient 
point near the junction of Main and. Sa- 
lem Streets, and thence extending north- 
wardly to ‘the boundary line between 
Andover and Lawrence. 

And this location is to be used for a 
single track only, with the necessary 
turnouts, and the railway when con- 
structed shall be operated by electricity 
and with the system known as the “‘sin- 
gle trolley” overhead wire, or by means 
of teers batteries, 

GUAGE: 


The guage of said track shall be four 
feet, eight and one half. inches, and the 
track shall be located in the middle of 
the street for the whole distance of the 
location, And whenever the worked or 
travelled portion of said street is narrow 
so that by reason of the laying and oper- 
ation of said track. there sliall not be suf- 
ficient space on each side thereof, in the 
judgment of the Selectmen, for the safe 
and convenient use of the public travel, 
such portions of the travelled way shall 
be widened by the company at any time 
when required by the Selectmen at its 
own charge and expense, to the accept- 
ance of the Selectmen. 

RAILS. 


The rails to be used by said company 
shall be the flat rail in comm@p use for 
street railways, and the same shall be 
safely and securely fastened to .cedar or 
chestnut timbers and shall not be higher 
than.the surface of the paving herein-

POLES AND WIRES, 


The poles to be used ‘to support the 
wires shall be of iron and of a pattern to 
be approyed by the Seléctmien. They 
shall be set —— feet apart and be. placed 
at or near the edge of the sidewalks, and 
in every instance shall be sv placed ‘and 
set as not to interfere with the public 
travel. No pole shall be set within ten 
feet of any shade tree in the street nor 
within fifteen feét of any private en 
trance or driveway to private grounds, 
and all poles shall be set into the ground 
at least five feet. 

The wires shall be securely attached to 


, the poles and supported from both sides 
of the:street and at all points ‘on the line 


shall be at least eighteen feet from the 
surface of the street, and no wire shall 
be permitted to touch any shade or other 
trees, nor shall said poles or wires be 
guyed to trees, telegraph or telephone 
or electric light poles or other objects in 
the streets, and said. trolley wires shall 
be safely guarded by overhead wires as 
approved by the Selectmen.

The whine. of said saben track in- 
cluding the space between the rails and 
a space eighteen inches wide outside of 
the rails shall be paved with rectangular 
granite blocks of the size and quality 
commonly used for street paving, for so 
much of said location as extends from 
the starting point. above named to the 
crossing of the main road in Frye Vil- 
lage. For the remainder of the location 
said track and spaces may be paved with 
stone or graded in a manner satisfactory 
to the Selectmen. The paving and grad- 
ing of the railway shall confurm to the 
existing grade of the street and to any 
grades that may hereafter be lawfully es- 
tablished, and the whole track and pav- 
ing or grading shall be kept all all times 
in good order and condition, to the ac- 
ceptance of the Selectmen, so as not to 
interfere with the safe and convenient

During construction of their railway and 
all subsequent repairs thereof the com- 
pany shall caréfually guard all excavations 
and other parts and incidents of its work 
by day and by night in such manner as to 
prevent accidents, and shall not close the 
street to travel nor unnecessarily obstruct 
the same, and shall leave the same in 
good order. The company shall not ob- 
struct or interfere with any water-pipes 
public or private. And the company 
shall hold the town harmless and indem- 
nified against all claims and suits arising 
or growing out of the construction, 
maintenance or operation of ‘its railway, 
and it shall not deposit or leave in the 
street to the public inconvenience, any 
snow or other material it may remove 
from its tracks and location, but shall 
forthwith remove the same, and failing

SPAULDING’S STEALINGS. 


Firet National Bank of Ayer Will Lose 
About 824,000, 

AYER, Mass.,’ Feb, 13.—‘‘Harry E. 
Spauidiny, the late trusted cashier of the 
Ayer National bank and of the North 
Middlesex Savings bank, is beyond all 
question a d ter, said Bank Commis- 
sioner Getchell of Blackstone to the direc- 
tors of the national bank when they met 
to learn the condition of their institution. 

The amount of the alleged defalcation 
is fixed at $20,000. The savings tank is all 
right, and although the examination of 
the pass books is still being carried on by 
three busy -young ladies,everything,so far, 
has been found perfectly straight. 

This does away with the supposition 
that Spaulding’s alleged peculations were 
accomplished by that peculiar system of 
double entry which bank cashiers in the 
past have sometimes carried on with suc- 
cess, There have come to light'several 
peculiarities in his alleged methods which 
seem tothe examiner and the directors 
somewhat queer. 

He is alleged to have dropped into fic- 
tion to the extent of crediting to two per 
sons in town sums of $1000 and $1500 re- 
spectively.. While both these gentlemen 
would be gle. giad to have these 
amounts on deposit, they must deny ab- 
solutely ever having made deposits. 

The alleged false deposits were. carried 
on thé National bank books just as were 
those made in regular order. The money 
deposited with the savings bank is owned 
by parties in all the towns in this vicinity, 
and the examination of the 1800 pass books 
ri necessarily occupy consideratle 
time. 


ITS DOORS. CLOSED. 


The American Loxn and Trust Company 
is About $1,000,000 Short. 

New York, Feb. i9.—The American 
Loan and Trust company has suspended. 
The doors were closed and a crowd of de- 
positors gathered around who angrily cen- 
sured the bank . superintendent for con- 
cealing the true condition of the institu- 
tion.

A NIGHT ADVENTURE. 


I suppose ‘it is owing to my having 
ied an unusually free and mn out rt 
door life that Iam exempt from 
nervous terrors and hysterical peat 
ice generally supposed to be inherent 
in a woman’s nature. In spite of a 
taint of inherited superstition and the
